Had But Two Engagements. 


As a matter of fact, Mr. Roosevelt, 
while declining to accept any condi­ 
tions in connection* with his audience 
with the pope, had neither dire*. y 
nor indirectly, before, during or after 
the negotiations, made or considered 
any 
engagements 
in

except 
those of an official character, and he 
actually entered Rome with but two 
definite 
engage ments— the 
audience 
with the king, and the dinner to bs 
given in his honor by the municipality. 
Mr. Roosevelt particularly desired 
that the incident shall be regarded by 
his friends in Am erica, both Catholic 
and Protestant, as personal, and that 
it shall not give rise to an acrimonous 
controversy. W ith this end in view he 
cabled the following statement to th**

JUDGE THOMAS WILSON DEAD 


Noted 
Minnesota 
Jurist 
Victim 
of 
HeaH Failure. 


St. Paul, April 4.— Judge Thomas 
W ilson, 
who for the 
past eighteen 
years hail been general counsel for 
the Omaha railroad, was found dead 
in the bathroom of his suite at a local 
hotel. 
The well known jurist and attorney j 
had been dead several hours when j 
found, and, according to the coroner 
and Dr. Alexander J. Stone, a life- 
j 
long friend of the deceased, death was 
due to a ruptured blood vessel in the 
brain or heart failure, both conditions 
being discovered following an exam­ 
ination of the body. 
Judge W ilson was born in County I 
Tyrone. Ireland, May 6, 1827, and was , 
therefore 
nearly eighty-three 
years 
old 
He came to the United States 
in 1838, and in 1852 he was graduat- J 
ed from Allegheny college. Pennsyl- j 
vania. 
Three years later ne came to 
Minnesota 
and 
located 
in 
Winona, 
where he engaged in general law prac- ; 
tice. 
He was a member of the eonstitu- 1 
tional convention in 1857 and district 1 
judge in Winona from 1857 to 18*14. j 
The latter year he became an asso- . 
elate justice of the 
state supreme I 
court and from January, 1865, to 1869 
he was chief justice of that tribunal. 
In 18S0 he was elected representative j 
to 
the 
legislature 
and 
served 
one 
term, following which he held one * 
term as senator from Winona county. 
In 1886 he was elected representative j 
to congress from the First district, j 
but. being a Democrat, he served only 
one term. 
In 
1892 he 
was chosen 
general counsel for the Chicago, St. j 
Paul, Minneapolis and Omaha railroad 
and removed to St. Paul, and since 
then he has continued his residence 
here. 
Four years ago he was appoint­ 
ed a member of the board of regents 
of the state university.

Mr. Taft w ill speak in this city on 
the subjec t of organization and he will 
be supported by other powerful ora­ 
tors of the Republican party.

tration.” 
The speeches by the presi­ 
dent in Washington, Senator Lodge, 
Representative M cKinley of Illinois,

John 
Hays Hammond, president of the Na­ 
tional League of Republican clubs; 
John A. Stew art, president of the New 
York league, and John C. Capers, na­ 
tional committeeman for South Caro­ 
lina, at the same gathering, and that 
of Mr. W ic k e rh a m ut Chicago are ex­ 
pected to supply the themes for other 
prominent Republicans.
